Lt Maiefty, being equally animated with the 
defire not only of confolidating the good harmony 
which aétuaily fubfifts between them, but alfo of 
extending the happy effects thereof to their refpec- 
tive fubjects, have thought that the molt efficacious 
means toe attaining thole objects, conformably to the 
Sth article of the Treaty of Peace, figned the 6th 

of Scprember, 1783, would be to adope a fyltem of 
| commerce is. of reciprocity and mutual con- 
venience, fwhichpy difcontinuing the prohibitions and 
prohibitory dutié which have exifted for almoft a 
century betweemthe two nations, might procure the 
mott folid advanages, on both fides, to the national 
rodu¢tions and ‘nduftry, aod put an end to contra- 
nd trade, no.les injurious to the public revenue, 
than to that lawfid commerce which js alone inttled 
to protection ; for this end, their faid Majelties have 
named for their Commiffaries and Pleaipotentiaries, 
to wit, the Kingof Great Britain, William Eden, 
E{q; Privy-Counftllor in Great Britain and Ireland, 
Member of the Bntith Parliament, and his Envoy 


Moft Chriftiaw Majefty ; and the Molt Chrittian 
King, the Sieur Jofeph Mathias Gerard de Rayne- 
val, Knight, Counfellor of Srate, Knight of the 
Royal Order of Charles III.; who, after having ex- 
changed their refpectiye full powers, have agreed 
upon the following articles : 

Art. I. Itis agreed and concluded between 
the Moft Seretie and Moit Potent King of Great 
Britain, and the Moft Serene and Mott Potent the 
Moft Chriftian King, that there thall be a recipro- 
cal and entirely perfe& liberty of Navigation and 
Commerce between the fubjects of each party, in all 
and every the kingdoms, (tates, provinces, and terri- 
tories, fubje& to their Majefties in Europe, for all 
and fingular kinds of goods, in thofe places, upon 
the conditions, and. in-fuch manner and form as is 
fettled and adju(ted, in the following articles. 

II. 
friendfhip between the fubjects of their faid Maje- 
fties, and to the end that this good correfpondence 
may be preferred foot all interruption and difturb- 
ance, it is con and agreed, that if, at any time, 
there fhould atife any mifunderitanding, breach of 
friendship, or rupture between the Crowns of their 
Majefties, which God forbid ! (which rapture hall 
not be deemed to exift until the recalling or fending 
nome of the refpe@ive Ambaffadors and Minifters) 
the fubjects of each of the two parties refiding in the 
dominions of the other, fhall have-the privilege of 
remaining and contiming their trade therein, with- 
out any maoner of difturbance, fo long as they be- 
have peaceably, andcommit no offence aganit the 
laws and ordinances; and’ in cafe their conduct 
fhould render them fafpectéd, and the refpective Go- 
vernments fhould be obliged to order them to re- 
move, the term of tvelve months fhall be allowed 
them for that purpee, in order that they may re- 
move, with theirs, 2ffects and property, whether en- 
trufled to individwals, orto the State. At the 
fame time fit is.to be underftood, that this favour is 
not to be extended to thofe who fhall act contrary to 
the eftablifhed laws. 

III. Ic is likewife agreed and concluded, that the 
fubjedts and inbabitants of the kingdoms, provinces, 
and dominions of their Majetties, thall exercife no 
acts of hoftility or violence again{t each other, either 


havens, under any colour or pretence whatfoever ; 
fo that the fubjects of either party fhall receive no 
patent, commiflion, or inftruétion for ns and 
acting at fea as privateers, nor letters of reprifal, as 
they are called, from any Princes or States, ene- 
mies to the other party ; nor by virtue, or under co- 
lour of fuch patents, commiflions, or reprifals, thall 
they difturb, infeit, or any way prejudice or damage 
the aforefaid fubjects and inhabitants of the King of 
Great Britain, or of the Mott Chriftian King ; 
neither fhall they arm fhips in-fuch manner as is a- 
bove-faid, or go our to fea therewith. ‘Io which 
end, as often as it is required by either party, {trict 
and exprefs prohibitions fhall be renewed and pu- 
blifhed in all the territories countries and dominions 
of. each party wherefeever, that no one fhall io any 
wife ufe fuch coromiffions or letters of reprifal, un- 
der the fevere(t. punifhment that can be inflicted on 
the tranfgreifors, befides being liable to make full 
reftitution and fatisfaction to thofe to whom they 
have done any damage ; neitheir fhall any letters of 
reprifal be hereafter granted by either of the faid 
high contraéting parties, to the prejudice or detri- 
ment of the fubjects of the other, except only in fuch 
cafe wherein juttice is denied or delayed ; which 
denial-or delay of juftice fhall not be regarded as 
verified, unlefs the petition of the perfon, who de- 
fires the faid letters of reprifal, be communicated to 
the Minifter refiding there on the part of the Prince 
againft whofe fobjects they-ate to be granted, that 
within the {pace of four months, or fooner, if it be 
poflible, he. may manifeft the contrary, or procure 
the fatisfadtion which may be juftly due.

Neither are they to be 
burthened with any impofitions or duties on account 
of the faid freedom of trade, or fot any other caafe 
whatfoever, except thofe which ate to be paid for 
their fhips and merchandizes, conformably to the res’ 
gulations of the prefent Treaty, or thole to which 
the fubje&ts of the contrating parties fhall themfelves 
be liable. And they fhall have free leave to remove 
themfelves, as alfo their wives, children and fer- 
vants, together with their merchandizes, propertys 
goods or effects, whether bought or imported, 
wherever they thal} think fit, out of either kingdomy 
by land and by fea, on the rivers and freth waters, 
after difcharging the ufual duties ; any law, privi« 


lege, grant, immunities or cuftoms, 10 the contrary ( 


thereof, in any wife notwithftanding. In nfatters of 
ecigion, the fubjects of the two ctowns fhall enjoy 
perfegt liberty. ‘They shall. not be

The laws and ftatutes of each kingdom fhall 
remain.in full force and vigour, and hall be daly 
put in execution, whether they relate to commerce 
and navigation, or to any other right, thofe cafes 
only excepted, concerning which it is otherwife de- 
termined in the articles of this prefent Treaty. 

VI. The two ‘High Contra@ing Parties have 
thought proper to fettle the duties on certain goods 
and merchandizes, ia order to fix invari the 
footing on which the trade therein fhall bé eftablith- 
ed between the’ two nations. In confequence of 
which, they have agreed upoa the following Ta- 
riff, viz. 

ift. The wines of France, imported direaly 
from France into Great Britain, fhall, in no cafe, 
pay any higher dutics than thofe which the wines 
of Portugal now pay. 

The wines of France, imported dire@ly from 
France into Ireland, thall pay no higher duties than 
thofe which they now pay. 

2d. The vinegars of France, inftead of fixty-fe- 
ven pounds frve fhillings and threepence, and rwelve 
twertieths of a penny fterling, per ton, which they 
now pay, fhall not for the future pay, in Great Bri- 
tain, any higher duties than thirty-two pounds cigh- 
teen fhillings and tenpence, and fixteen-twentieths 
of a penny fterling, per ton. 

3d. The brandies of France, inftead of nine thil- 
lings and oF prey and twelve-twentieths of a penny 
fterling, fhall, for the furure, pay, in Great Britaing 
only feven thiilings fterling per gallon, making four 
quarts, Englith meafure. 

4th. Oil of olivesy coming dire@ly from France, 
fhall, for the future, pay no higher duties than are 
now paid for the fame from the moft favoured na- 
tions. 

5th. Beet hall pay reciprocally a duty of thirty 
per cent. ad valorem. 

6th. The. duties on hardware, catlery, cabinet 
ware, and turnery, and alfo all works, both heavy 
and light, of iron, fteel, copper, and brafs, fhail 
be clafied ; and the highelt duty thall not exceed 
ten per cent. ad valorem, 

7th. All forts of ‘cottons manufactured in the dos 


‘minions of the two fovereigns in Europe, and alfo 


woollens, whether knit or wove, including bofiery, 
fhall pay, in both countries, an import-duty cf 
twelve per cent, ad valorem; all manufactures of 
cotton or wool, nixed with filk, excepted, which 
fhall remain prohibited on both fides. 

8th. Cambrics and lawns fhall pay, in both coun 
tries, an import daty of five fhillings, or fix livres

Millinery made up of muflin, lawn, cam- 
bric, or gauze of every kind, or of any other article 
admitted under the prefent tariff, hall pay recipro- 
cally a daty of twelve per cent. ad valorem: And 
if any articles fhall be ufed therein, which are not 
fpecified in the tariff, they thal! pay no higher du- 
ties than thofe paid for the fame articles by the moft 
favoured nations. 3 
12th. Porcelain, earthen-ware, and pottery, fhall 
pay reciprocally twelve per cent. ad valorem. 
13th. Plate-glafs, and glafs-ware in general, fhall 
“be admitted, a each fide, paying a duty of twelve 


per Cent. ad wglorem. — 
His Brit Majelty neforesp she right of coun- 
tervailing, by additional duties %)o the under-men- 
tioned@merchandizes, the internal duties actually 
impofed upon the manufactures, or the import duties 
which are charged. on the raw materials ; namely, 
on all linens or cottons, tained or printed, on beer, 
glafs ware, plare-glafs, aod iron. 
And his moft Chriftian Majelty alfo referves the 
righ doing the fame, with regard to the fol- 
lowing merchandizes ; namely, cottons, iron, and 
’ beer. 

And for the better fecuring the due collection of 
the duties payable ad valorem, which are fpecitied 
in the vbove tariff, the faid contraéting parties will 
core:rt with each other as well the form of the-de- 
clarations to be made, as alfo the proper means of 
preventing fraud with refpect to the real value of the 
faid goods and merchandize. 

Bat. if jt thall hereafter appear that any mittakes 
have inadvertently beén made im the above tariff, 

’ contrary to the principles on which itis founded, the 
two Sovereigns will concert with good faith upon the 
means of rectifying them. 

Vif. The duties above fpecified are not to be al- 
teréd but by mutual confent ; and the merchandizes 
not above fpecified fhall pay, in the dominions of 
the two fovereigns, the import and export duties 

ayable in ‘each of the fajd dominions by the molt 
Favoured European nations, at the time the prefent 
treaty bears date; and the fhips belonging to the 
fubjects of the faid dominions thal! alfo refpettively 
enjoy therein all the privileges and, advantages 
which are granted to thofe ofthe moft favoured Eu- 

eA, nations. 

~ “And it being the intention of the two high coa- 
tracting parties, that their refpedtive fubjeAs thould 
be, in the dominions of eachother, upon a footing 
as advantageous as thofe of other Eatopea nations, 
they agree that, in cafe they fhiall Hereafter grant a- 
ny additional advantages in navigation of trade to 
any other European nation, they wil! reciprocally 
allow their faid fubje‘ts to parti¢ipate therein ; with- 
out prejudice, however, to the advantages which 
they if 0m viz. France in favour of Spain, in con- 
fequencs of the 14th article of the family compact, 
figned the 1oth of May 1761; and England, accor- 
ding to what the has pra¢tifed in conformity to, and 
in confequence of the convention of 1705 between 
England and Portugal. 

And to the end that every perfon may know, 

with certainty, the {tate ‘of the aforefaid impofts, 

_ eultoms, import and export duties, whatever they 
may be, it is agreed that tariffs, indicating the im- 
potts, cultoms, and eftablifthed duties, thall be affix- 
ed in public places, as*well in Rowen and the other 
trading cities of France, as in London and the'o- ° 
ther trading cities under the dominion of the King 
of Great Britain, that recourfe may be had to them 
whenever any difference fhall arife concerning fuch 
impofts, cuftoms, and daties, which fhall uor be le- 
vied, otherwife than in conformity to what is clear- 
ly expreffed in the faid tariffs, and according to 
their natural con{truction. And f any officer, or 
other,perfon in his name, fhall, under any pretence, 
publicly or privately, directly or indirectly, demand 
or take of a merchant, or of any other perfon, any 
fam of money, or any thing elfe, on account of du- 
ties, impoft, fearch, or compenfation, although it 
be udder the name of a free gift, or under any other 
pretence, more or otherwife than what is above pre- 
feribed ; in fuch cafe the faid officer, or his deputy, 
if he be accufed and convicted of the fame before a 

“eomipetent judge, in the place where the-crime was’ 
committed, fhall give full fatisfaction to the injured 
party, ahd fhall likewife fuffer the penalty prefcribed 
by the laws. 

VIII. No merchandize exported from the ~coun- 
tries refpectively under the dominion of their Ma- 
jefties, thall hereafter be fubjc& to be infpected or 
confifeated, under any pretence of fraud or defect in 
making or working them, or of any other imperfec- 
tion whatfoever ; but abfolute freedom fhall be al- 
lowed to the buyer and feller to bargain and fix the 

rice for the fame, as they fhall fee good ; any law, 
Pattee, edict, proclamation, | privileg¢,’ graat, or 
cuitom to the contrary notwithftanding. 

1X. Whereas feveral kinds of merchandizes, 
‘which are ufually contained in cafks, chefts, or o- 
ther cafes, and for which the duties are paid by 
weight, will be exported from .and impérted: into 
"France by Britith fuljedts 3 it is agreed that, in fuch - 
cafe, the aforefaid duties thaJl be demanded only 
zecordisg to the real weight of the merchandizes ; 
and the weight of the cafks, chefts, and other cafes 
‘whatever, fhall be deducted, in the fame manner as 
has been, and is now practifed in England. 

X. It is further agreed, that if any ‘miftake or 
error fhall be committed by any matter of a fhip, bis 
interpreter or factor, or by others employed by him, 
in making the entry or declaration of her cargo, 
neither thé fhip nor the cargo thall be fabjeét, for 





for the Proprietors to take back again {uh goods aa 
were omitted in the entry or declattion of the: 
Matter of the thip, paying oly the aceftomed due 
ties according to the pancart, provided tlways that 
there be no manifeft appearance of fraul. Neither 
fhall the Merchants or the Mafters of {iips, or the 
merchandize, be fubdje&t to ‘any penalty,.by reafoa 
of fuch omiffion, in cafe the goods dmitted in the 
declaration fhall not have been landed beforethe de- 
claration has been made. ; 
XI. In cafe either of the two High Contrading 
Parties fhall think proper to eftadlih prohibitions, or 
to augment the import duties ups any goods or 
merchandize of the growth or mamfacture of the 
other, which are not fpecified in the tariff, fuch 
prohibitions or augmentations fhall ve general, aod 
{hall comprehend the ‘like goods and merchandizes 
of the other moft favoured European nations, as 
well as thofe of either fate: and in cafe either of 
the two Contracting Parties hall fevoke the prohi- 
bitions, or diminifh the duties, in fayour of any 0- 
ther European nation, upon any goods or _merchan- 
dize of jts growth or manufacture, whether on 1m- 
portation or exportation, fuch revocations or dimi- 
nutions fhall be extended to the fubjects of the other 
party, on condition, that the latter {hall grant to the 
fubjects of the former the importation apd,exporta- 
tion of the like goods and mer¢handizes ander the 
fame duties ; the cafes referved. imthe 7th» Anicle 
of the prefent treaty always excepted. 

XII. And forafmuch as a certain ufage,. not 
authorized by any law, has formerly obtained in 
divers parts of Great Britain and France, by which 
French fubjects have paid in England a kind of Ca- 
pitation Tax, called in the language of that country 
head-money ; and Englith fubjects a. like duty in 
France, called Argent du Ghef; it is agreed that 
the faid impolft fhall not be demanded for the future 
on either fide, neither under the antieat name, oor 
ander any other name wharfoever. 

XIII. If either of the High Contrasting Par- 
~ties has granted, or fhall grant any bognties for en- 
couraging the exportation of any.articles, being of 
the growth, produce, or manufacture of his domi- 
nions, the other party hall be allowed to add to the 
duties already impofed, by. virtue of the prefent 
Treaty, on the iid. goods and merchandizes im: 
ported into his dominions, fuch an import duty as 
fhall be equivalent to the faid bounty.‘ But this {ti- 
pulation is not. to extend to the cafes~ of reftitutions 
of duties and impefts, (called drawbacks) which are 
allowed upon exportation. ' 
XIV. The advantages: granted hy the prefent 
Treaty to the fubjects of his Britannic Majetty thal 
take effeét, as far as relates to the kiasdom of 
Great Britain, as.foon as laws thall be pafled theres, 


Majefty the reciprocal enjoyment of the advantages 
which are granted to them by the prefent.‘l'reary. 
And the advantages granted by all thefe articles, 
except the tariff, fhall take’ effet, with regard to 
the kingdom of Ireland, as foon ks laws thall. be 
paffed there, for fecuting to the fubjetts of ‘his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, the reciprocal cojeyment of the 
advantages which ate pranted:to them by, this. Trea-_ 
ty; aad, in hke manner, the’ advantages’ granted © 
by the-"Pariff thail take effect,’ it what relates to the 
faid kingdom, as foon as laws fhall. be peffed thicre 
for giving effet tothe faid ‘Tariff. 
‘ XV. It is agreed, that thips:belanging to his 
Britannic Majetty’s fubjects, arviving in ithe domi-. 
nions of his Mott Chriftian Majety from. the ports 
of Great Britain or freland, or from any other fo-° 
reign port, fhall not pay freight eury, or any other 
like duty.» In the fame mannér, French thips thall 
be exempted, in the ‘dominions. of his Britannick 
Majelty, from the daty of five ‘hillings, and from 
every other fimmilar duty or charge. ee 
XVI. It thall not be lawfol fér.angfortigh pri- 
¥ateers, not being fubjects of reither “Crown, who 
have commifons from any othey Prince or Strate, in 
enmity with either natiop, to arm their fhips in the 


what they have taken, or. in any ather manger what- 
ever to exchange the fame ; veither fhall tey be al- 
lowed even to purchafe: victuals, except fuch as thall 
be neceéffary for:their going to: the ,neareft port of

XVII. When. any difpute. thal arife between 
any commander of a thip and. his. feamen, ia the 
ports of either kingdom, concerning wages due to 
the faid feamen, or other civil caufes whatever, the 
magillrate of the place fhall require no more from 
the perfon accufed, than that he give to the accufer 
a declaration in writing, witnefled bythe magiltrate 
whereby he fhall be bound to anfwenthat matter be- 
fore a competent judge in his own cguntry 3 which 
being done, it fhall not be lawful either for the fea- 
men to defert their fhip, or to hinder the command- 
er from profecuting his voyage. ‘It shall, moreover, 
be lawful for the merchants, in the places of, their 
abode, or elfewhere, to keep books of their-ac- 
counts and affairs, as they hall think fit, and to 
have an intercourfé of letters, in fuch language or 
idion as they fhall chafe, withoutany moleftation 
or fearch whatfoever. But if it- fhould happen to 
be neceffary for them to produce their books of ac- 
counts for'deciding ‘any difpute ‘or controverfy, in 
fuch cafe, they fhal} be obliged to brirg into Court 
the entire books or writings, but fo as the judge may 
not have liberty to take cognizance of any other arci-

ve forced to unload into other fhips, or to receive in- 
tw their own, any merchandize whatever, or to wait 
for their lading any longer than they pleafe.

XIX. ‘he thips of either party being laden, 
failing along the coafts of the other, and being for- 
ced by ftorm into the havens or poits, or making 
land there in any other {manner whatever, fhall not 
be obliged to unlade their goods, or any part there- 
of, or to pay any duty, unlefs they, of their, own ac- 
cord, unlade their goods there, and fell fome part 
thereof. But it thall be lawful, permiffion havisg 
been firft obtained from thofe who have the direction 
of maritime affairs, to unlade and fella finall part of 
their cargo, merely for the end. of purchafing necef- 
furies, either for vidtualling or refitting the hip ; and 
in that cafe the whole lading fhall not be fubject to 
pay the duties, but that {mall part only which fhall 
have been taken out and fold.

} princes. And as it has been f{tipulated concerning 
hips ‘and goods, that evcry thiog fll be deemed to 
be free, which {hall be found on hoard the fhips be- 
fonging to the fabjecis of the refpective kingdoms, 
although the whole lading, or part therecf, thoald 
belong to the enemies of their Majeflies, contraband 
goods being always exceptcd, on the ftopping of 
which, fuch proceedings fhall be had as are conform- 
able to the fpirit of the following articles 5 it is like- 
wife apreed, that the fame liberty be extended to 
perfons who are on board a free fhip, to the end 
that, although they be enemizs to both or to either 
party, they may not be taken out of fuch free hips, 
unlefs they are foldiers, anally inthe fervice of the 
enemies, and on their voyage for the purpofe of being 
employed in a ‘military capacity, in their fleets or 
armies.

and al! other like kinds of arms and warlike imple- 
ments fit for the ufe of troops. 
XXIII. Thefe merchandizes which follow thall 
not be reckoned among contraband goods, that is to 
fay, all forts of cloth, and all other manufactures of 
wool, flax, filk, cotton, or any other materials, all 
kinds of wearing apparel, together with the articles 
of which they are ufually made, gold, filver, coined 
gr uncoined, tin, iron, lead, copper, brafs, coals, 
as alfo wheat and barley, and any other kind of corn 
and pulfe, tobacco, and all kinds of fpices, falred 
aod fmoaked fleth, fil:ed fih, cheefe and butter, 
heer, oil, wines, fugar, all forts of falt, and of pro- 
vifions which ferve for fuftenance and food to man- 
kind’; alfo all kinds of cotton, cordage, cables, 
fails, failcloth, hemp, tallow, pitch, tar and rofin, 
anchors, and any parts of anchors, thi; -mafts, 
planks, timber of all kinds of tees, and all other 
things proper either for building or repairing fhips.
